No Recession Now in Sight 


Economists of left wing persuasion, and 


some financial page pundits, now are pre­ 


dicting a more roseate future than they 


foresaw a month ago. Then they were say­ 


ing that the country was headed for a mod­ 


erate recession, or at best a long period 


in which the economy would languish on a 


“plateau.” 
That is what they were saying publicly. 


Privately some of them were more pessi­ 


mistic. Many, of them now changed their 


tune and reveal that their “signs" point to 


a new upturn. 
The trouble with pundits who comment 


on business prospects is that they are con­ 


s ta n tly comparing the present to the past. 


In 1929. they were saying a 
month ago, 


there was a letdown in activity in August 
and September, followed by the catastro­ 
phic stock market crash of late October, 
after which the fat was in the fire. 


When the stock market weakened in Au­ 
gust and September this year, comparisons 
with the past became prevalent, and the 


a r r i v a l of October was awaited with a p p r e ­ 
hension by some. 
But history— economic history, at 
a n y 
rate—never repeats, and by ignoring this 
fact many of the prophets were led astray. 
When stock market weakness now a p ­ 
pears it is regarded in the more realistic 
light of temporary adjustment inevitable 
after a decade of almost steadily rising I 
trend. 
A possible repetition of 1929 is not sug- ! 
gested by any indice on the business hori- j 
zon. In the late 1920s only stock m a rk e t j 
prices climbed. In 1957 nearly all prices are j 
up. Today there is no wild speculation in j 
stocks on 15 per cent margin as was the 
case in 1929. 
Today the average s m a l l stockholder 
owns his shares outright, and huge blocks 
of stocks are owned by investment trusts, 
pension funds and professional traders w h o 
do not panic easily. 
Attitudes in 1957 are markedly different 
from the wild enthusiasm and correspond­ 
ing panic of 1929. October, in 1957, will wit­ 
ness only the ghosts of Halloween, not new 
economic ghosts.

“He was the nation’s top expert 
in foreign affairs
